DVDs must be labeled for ALL 
regions or for Region 1 in order to play on the DVD Player. You can not play DVDs that 
are labeled for other regions.

If the real-time tape counter memory is set, the D VD/VC R will 
only rewind the tape to the point at which the counter is set to 
zero, then stop. The DVD/VCR will not eject the tape automati- 
cally. Details are on page 40. 

Tape Eject 

A tape can be ejected with the DVD/VCR power on or off (but 
the DVD/VCR must be plugged in). 

If a timer recording is set and the TIMER light is on, the tape can- 
not be ejected. To eject the tape, you must first press TIMER SET 
(or TIMER on the DVD/VCR) to cancel the timer recording, then 
press STO P/EJECT to remove the tape.To reset the timer record- 
ing, insert a tape, then press TIMER SET (or TIMER on the 
DVD/VCR). 

Automatic Tracldng Adjustment 

The DVD/VC R adjusts tracking automatically to give you the best 
possible picture quality. W ith some recordings, however, you may 
get a better picture using the manual tracking controls (see below). 

Manual Tracking 

To manually adjust the tracking during normal playback and slow 

motion playback of a video cassette, press C HAN N EL on 

the DVD/VCR (C HAN N EL/SKIP l^/^H (▼/>*>) on the 

remote control will not adjust tracking.) 

Tracking will return to Automatic Tracl<ing Adjustment when you 

press STO P ■ (▼) or insert a tape. 

You cannot manually adjust the tracking of a Still picture.

• W ipe the front panel and other exterior surfaces of the DVD/VCR with a soft, 
slightly damp cloth.

Glossary 73 



AUDIO IN/OUT Jacks jacks on the front and back of the DVD/VCR that receive 
audio from another source (IN) or send audio to another system (OUT). 

Autamatic Channel Setup: process in which the VCR memorizes all available TV 
channels. Then, when you press CHAN N EL/SKIP K^/^-w (▼/-*■) in VCR mode, 

you only scan through channels you receive. 
Bands settings that allow you to tune channels. 

• Antenna - VHF (very high frequency; channels 2-13) and UHF (ultra high frequen- 
cy; channels 14-69). 

• Cable - standard channels 1-125 can be received without a Cable Box. 

Cable Box/DBS Output Channel: 03 or 04. 

COAXIAL DIGITAL AUDIO OUT jack: Sends digital audio to a stereo receiv- 
er, allowing you to adjust the volume at the stereo receiver. This connection pro- 
vides the 5.1 channel surround sound as heard in movie theaters. 

COMPONENT VIDEO OUT (Y. Cr. Cb) lacks jacks on the back of the 
DVD/VCR that send high-quality video to a TV with Component Video In jacks. This 
connection provides the best picture quality. If you use this video connection, you 
will not need the supplied yellow video cable. 

Dolby Digtal : A surround sound system that provides 5.1 channel sound as used 
in movie theaters. 

DTS: Digital Theater Systems. This is a surround sound system, but it is different 

from Dolby Digital. The formats were developed by different companies. 

Dubbing: copying a video cassette using another VCR. 

HQ: high quality; a feature in the VCR circuitry which provides enhanced picture 
detail. 

Line Input: The channel to which you set your DVDA/CR during video cassette 
copying. If you use the AU D 10 and VID EO In jacks on the front of the D VD/VC R, 
select channel 002 (AV FRONT). If you use the AUDIO and VIDEO IN jacks on the 
back of the D VD/VC R, select 001 (AV REAR). If you accidentally enter Line Input 
mode, press CHAN N EL/SKIP (▼Z^) or the N umber buttons to select 

another channel. 

OTR: 0 ne-Touch Recording; a timed recording on the VCR that starts immediately 
and records for 30 minutes to eight hours.
